decrease is negligible hut the collections cannot be said to have kept 
pace with the improvement in the demand. The heavy falling off in 
land revenue and the small percentage of realisation under the head 
call for in His Highness’s opinion very careful enquiry, even making 
allowances for the adverse circumstances of the year, specially in view 
of the systematic decline in the percentage from year to year repeatedly 
noticed by His Highness. No satisfactory explanation as to the cause 
is yet forthcoming, and His Highness would await a special report 
oil the subject. Land settlement operations made fair progress inspite 
of difficulties, though the result of the Cadastral Survey undertaken 
was disappointing. The income from forests showed a fair improve- 
ment notwithstanding a poor market for timber. This was probably 
due to people having turned to trade in minor forest produce for relief 
in their distress. 

There appears to have been a slight increase in crime ascribable — 
it may be agreed — to high prices. The percentage of 
conviction, however, did not show a corresponding 
rise, while the number of “discharges” by courts 
was larger than in the year before. There was also some decline in 
the percentage of the recovery of stolen property. The difficulties 
complained of regarding the new procedure agreed upon on the 
subject of searches should be examined with a view to the 
introduction, if possible, of remedial measures, in consultation with 
Government.

of justice. extent improved efficiency in the lower courts both 
civil and criminal. The percentage of judgments 
upheld in civil cases was 62-52 against 43-7 of the previous year, and 
that in criminal cases 68 ’05 as against 59-5. The average duration of 
civil suits was however longer than in the year before. 

A slight increase was noticeable in the number of school-going 
children during the year and the non-Bengalee section 
of the population contributed substantially to it. 
The number of students coming under this category was 1,542 against 
1,403 , of the preceding year.

The fall under head “Timber 
was more than compensated by the export of thatching grass. The permit 
system is gradually becoming more popular. The income from the sale 
of permits increased from Rs. 65,037 to Rs. 70,916. The total forest 
revenue for the year including the State share of the Fcni river tods 
was Rs. 3,80,243 against Rs. 3 ,S 9 . 40 i of the preceding year. The bem 
tolls share amounted to Rs, 6,500 against Rs. 5,620. The inipruvemHiit 
of revenue from the sale of permits is due largely to constant iiispcctif.ti 
by the oflBcers of the Department. 

95. The difficulties arising out of our relations with the Govcir 

ment Forest Department of Sylhet noticed in the last

iV. Trade and Manufacture. 

97. Cotton, oilseeds, rice ernd forest produce including timber 
continued to be the main exported articles. During the year 14,193 
inaunds of cotton were exported, while the past quinquennial average 
was 47,056 niaunds. This falling off is due to the smallness of the yield. 
There was a good demand in cotton and the prices advanced accordingly. 
The export of iil ( oilseed ), however, increased slightly and came up to 
25,374 maunds against 21,902 of the previous year. The trade in the 
minor forest produce improved during the year, though the traders 
experienced some difficulties in collecting these, as smaller hill streams 
dried up owing to scanty rainfall. Since there was a good harvest 
in the neighbouring places there was no need for large export in rice 
and paddy. This caused a lowering in the price of these articles. On 
the other hand the prices of imported commodities, specially those of 
piece-goods continued to advance steadily. 

98. There wtis no new industry introduced nor any marked 
development in the old ones noticed during the year. The old method 
of weaving coarse narrow cloths by hill-men continued, while there 
was no general improvement in bamboo and wicker works. 

99. At the time rjf the visit of His E.xcellency the Governor of 
Ilengal in Falgoon an Industrial Exhibition was held at Agartala, 
when a good collection of articles of local manufacture was made, and the 
people had an opportunity to examine the working of various forms of 
new hand-looms.
